Pictures o f Ho lly wo o d parties frequently rev eal 
g ro wnups dressed as juv eniles and acting mo re childish 
than usual. Certain g athering -^ in Pittsburg h recently 
bo re a deceptiv e resemblance to such a party . Gro ups 
o f adults so lemnly acted o ut children’s activ ities, 
play ed with to y s, mo deled In clay , play ed children’s 
g ames. Mast o f them enjo y ed all this, but these were 
no parties. 
The adults were parents o f children who had g o ne 
to mental 
institutio ns to 
be 
treated 
fo r 
sev ere 
emo tio nal disturbances. Their “ hast” was a psy chia­ 
trist try ing to prepare them fo r the return ho me o f 
a co nv alescent child. This mo st critical perio d, when 
the child’s cure o r relapse may depend o n his relatio n­ 
ship with his parents, is difficult fo r adults. 
Many parents o f disturbed children hav e co nfused 
feeling s o f g uilt, hastility and ho pelessness which 
Interfere with their g iv ing the child the healing 
understanding he 
needs. 
At 
best, the irratio nal 
behav io r o f emo tio nally disturbed children is no t easy 
to understand and to lerate. 
It is a co mmo n co mplaint o f childho o d that so me 
parents and teachers hav e fo rg o tten what children 
are like. So sev eral Pittsburg h psy chiatrists had the 
Inspiratio n to awaken such submerg ed memo ries in 
the parents who needed them mast. Gro ups o f the.se 
parents, acting o ut childho o d ro les, enacted scenes o f 
eating , sleeping , drinking , play ing , riv alry with bro th­ 
ers and sisters, etc., under the superv isio n o f a 
therapist. They tried to hav e the feeling s a child 
wo uld hav e. 
Later they g o t to g ether and talked thing s o v er. 
When thase o f their children who are no t trag ically 
Incurable return ho me, they may find an atmo sphere 
o f insig ht in which their resto ratio n to emo tio nal 
health may be co mpleted. 
All parents mig ht g ain in understanding and 
appreciatio n o f their children by an o ccasio nal return 
to childho o d—no t v ia a dreary , liquo red-up fancy - 
dress party , but in a simple reaching back to way s 
mast adults seem to think they hav e to pro v e they 
hav e o utg ro wn. 
Such an ex periment mig ht cure 
adults o f hallucinatio ns, to o .

Something New 
In Child Study 


Pictures of Hollywood parties frequently reveal 
grownups dre.ssed as Juveniles and acting more childish 
than usual. Certain gatherings in Pittsburgh recently 
bore a deceptive resemblance to such a party. Groups 
of adults solemnly acted out children's activities, 
played with toys, modeled in clay, played children's 
games. Mast of them enjoyed all this, but these were 
no parties. 


The adults were parents of children who had gone 
to mental 
institutions 
to 
be 
treated for 
severe 
emotional disturbances. Their ’ host" was a psychia­ 
trist trying to prepare them for the return home of 
a convalescent child. This mast critical period, when 
the child's cure or relapse may depend on his relation­ 
ship with his parents, is difficult for adults. 
Many parents of disturbed children have confused 
feelings of guilt, hostility and hopelessness which 
Interfere with their giving the child the healing 
understanding 
he 
needs. 
At 
best, the irrational 
behavior of emotionally disturbed children is not easy 
to understand and tolerate. 
It is a common complaint of childhood that some 
parents and teachers have forgotten what children 
are like. So several Pittsburgh psychiatrists had the 
inspiration to awaken such submerged memories in 
the parents who needed them mast. Groups of these 
parents, acting out childhood roles, enacted scenes of 
eating, sleeping, drinking, playing, rivalry with broth­ 
ers and sisters, etc., under the supervision of a 
therapist. They tried to have the feelings a child 
would have. 
Later they got together and talked things over. 
When thase of their children who are not tragically 
Incurable return home, they may find an atmosphere 
of insight In which their restoration to emotional 
health may be completed. 
All parents might gain in understanding and 
appreciation of their children by an occasional return 
to childhood 
not via a dreary, liquored-up fancy- 
dress party, but in a simple reaching back to ways 
mast adults seem to think they have to prove they 
have outgrown. 
Such an experiment might cure 
* 
adults of hallucinations, too.

Few Americans actually know how their government 
operates, what makes the wheels go round, the deals, the 
makeshifts, the doublecrosses, the play on small matters. 
Most Americans cannot believe that the great of the 
world are ever like themselves. 
It is like a Russian story about the peasant and the 
czar. 
The peasant was walking in the woods when he 
cam e upon a man who was performing a simple natural 
art. 
The peasant gazed upon the figure, who was a 
stranger in those parts, and he recognized the little father, 
the czar of all the Russias. Shocked that so great a being 
would be reduced to so natural an act, he crossed himself 
lr. astonishment and running through 
the woods. he 
shouted 
“ There is no God! There is no c z a r " ’ until the 
neighbors seized the hysterical creature and bound him. 


From this standpoint, the television view of the 
Mrfarthy-Rtevens hearing Is of great value. What Is 
self-evident is that while everybody Is telling a part 
of the truth, each person's memory Is extraordinarily 
selective. Also it is clear that when persons sit under 
the television camera, unwittingly they become actors 
who attitudinize and try to modulate their volres and to 
pose as characters In a plav. The same men In their 
own offices 
are 
very different, even kindly 
and 
friendly. 


Senator Potter is so right when he referred to a 
competition with Milton Berle, which, of course, these 
men cannot do because Uncle Miltie knows his business. 
The advantage to the people is that, for the first time, 
they actually see these men in action and no m atter how 
wonderful each one thicks he is. the screen shows tired, 
weary, bored men. 
Ours is a government of compromises. 
When one 
branch of government exerts too great a power over the 
tither, the balance of authority is upset and a quarrel 
ensues. The trend toward executive government naturally 
raises the hackles- of Congress; when the Congress or any 
of its committees invades the authorities of the executive, 
the pressure is resisted. 
If political leadership is wise 
and experienced, the balance of power is maintained, 
each branch of government remaining within its proper 
margins. That balance does not exist at the present time, 
and therefore there is confusion. 
For instance. Messrs. 
Stevens and Adams objected to the extent of interference 
In their domain of Senator McCarthy and his staff. The 
reported intervention of Sherman Adams, the presidential 
chief-of-staff. Henry Cabot Lodge Jr., our representative 
■ t the United Nations, and William Rodgers, deputy 
attorney general, is surprising. 


It is unusual for such officials to engage in this 
type of operation and to my certain knowledge their 
Intervention was unknown to Senator McCarthy prior 
to Mr. Adams' testimony before the committee last 
Wednesday. If it is true that the President refused to 
Intervene in this situation one way or another, he was 
more 
correct in his conduct than 
his appointees 
because under our system, each house of Congress 
should manage its own affairs and is not subject to 
any control by the executive branch of government. 
On the other hand. Congress has the right to investigate 
any agency of government, if for no other reason 
than that it must have adequate data as to the needs 
and ronduct of the agency in order to appropriate 
I 
funds. 


The present hearing discloses to the public this inter­ 
relationship among the branches of government, each 
Jealous of its owm domain. It also displays the activities 
of the staffs of each branch to find or to fail to find an 
adequate basis for cooperative activity. If all the extrane­ 
ous m atter, the lunches, dinners, telephone calls, ice 
cream and the eternal walla-w-alla, is cut away, the Army 
civilians and the staff of the McCarthy Committee func­ 
tioned about as well as could be in the circumstances of 
one being investigated and the other an investigator up 
to February 24, On that date, a special issue of authority 
arose and they quarrelled. Had no dem and for the Loyalty 
Board’s presence before the committee been m ade in 
order to determine who passed favorably on Communists, 
the likelihood is that the kind of cooperation that existed 
prior to that date would have been continued, 
with 
occasional flare-ups of tem per and considerable good 
humor. 
But then there would have been no television 
show.

Business Is Looking Up 


By Roger W. Babson 


BABSON PARK. Mass. - Last 
Der em Ut in this column I pre­ 
dicted we would not have a sharp 
drop in business during 1954. So 
far this has not taken place, al­ 
though there has Iwen a temporary 
period of unemployment Th** ques­ 
tion is; What wull lie the pattern 
of business from here on? This I 
will discuss in a few week* when I 
make my extended forecast for the 
last six month*. 
How Had Are Conditions? 
Because 
some 
of 
my 
critics 
were overly pessimistic 
for th*? 
first quarter and business condi­ 
tions failed to bolster their attitude, 
they have now l»erome jiessimistlC 
about the second half. I think they 
are still wrong* Sure, retail sales 
have dropped some in a numlicr 
of lines since lh#* fir^t of the year. 
Automobile sales for most com­ 
panies have been poor. Steel pro­ 
duction has slowed to about 70 j>er 
cent of capacity, but is still almost 
30 per cent lieder than that of 1940 
or 1946. The squeeze has been on, 
too, for the marginal farm er, with 
the trend to larger farms, greater 
mechanization, 
and 
fewer 
farm 
hands. Last y ear’s five per cent 
drop in farm income caught the 
farm machinery manufacturers off 
balance I anticipate this cond bon 
will continue well into 1954 
The levelmg-off in business activ­ 
ity which figures such as these 
represent will be reflected in the 
business of the railroads. During 
this second quarter our railroads 
are anticipating about a 27 per cent 
decline in automotive shipments, a 
17 per cent decline in steel load­ 
ings, and an approximate 8 per 
cent decline in coal and coke car­ 
loadings, On the other hand, some 
increase is e x e r t e d in transport­ 
ing such things as fruits, frozen 
Pxids, cotton, and cement. So, I 
forecast that total carloadings this 
quarter will reflect a drop of only 
about eight per cent fiver the sec­ 
ond quarter of last year. 
Reasons t o r Optimism 
There are, in fact, some sub­ 
stantia! reasons for optimism. For 
nearly a year now we have been 
working down the unsold g<*>ds on 
our shelves and in our warehouses. 
People are still in a good position 
to buy; they have the money. Did 
you know that personal income 
rose to about $285 billions by the 


end of 1953, compared with around 
$280 billions at the end of 1952? 
During this sam e period, salaries* 
increased more than two per cent 
so that our living standards and 
savings reached the highest point 
in history. 
Further, our banks have both 
cash and government securities in 
an amount equal to about 60 per 
cent of deposits, and the easy- 
money 
policy 
which 
encourage* 
business is back with us. The con­ 
struction industry keeps booming. 
hor example, the Commerce De­ 
partm ent reports that new con­ 
struction 
expenditures 
for 
first- 
quarter 1954 were the highest in 
our entire national history, A num­ 
ber of m anufacturers polled indi­ 
cate that March 1954 was either th® 
second fir third best in the history 
of their companies. 
The Unemployment Question 
There has been too much loos® 
talk about unemployment. I am es­ 
pecially concerned by the way In 
which 
unemployment data 
have 
been presented by many m aga­ 
zines and newspapers. This could 
have an adverse psychological ef­ 
fect upon business which is not 
warranted. 
Granted, 
across 
th® 
country there have been more in­ 
stances of local labor surpluses. 
No fin*- likes to see anybody out of 
work But the picture is not near­ 
ly so alarming as some analysts 
would have us believe. 
I believe the best way of pre­ 
senting unemployment figures is 
on a j>er capita or percentage bas­ 
is. To illustrate: In 1928 the popu­ 
lation was 120,501,000. The unem­ 
ployed totaled 2,935.000. Therefore, 
the per cent of unemployment per 
capita was only 2 4 
In 1938 th® 
population had increased to 129.- 
825JKK) and unemployment to 10.- 
390.000. The per capita unemploy­ 
ment. therefore, wi^ then eight 
[>er cent. Now take 1954. Our pres­ 
ent 
population 
numbers roughly 
160.000.000. Even with a high esti­ 
mate of 4,000.000 unemployed, th® 
pier capita percentage figure would 
equal only 2 5, or about the sam® 
as in the boom year of 1928* Be 
careful how you let the prophets of 
doom lead you astray. Business 
conditions are good. and with your 
help they are going to be even bet­ 
ter in the months to come.
